Americans Remember 


Americans, too, remember chil- 
dren choking on the mucus of 
diphtheria, dying of typhoid and 
shaking with dread chills of ma- 
laria. Smallpox is not so distant 
in our past that men and women 
do not remember the “pest 
house.”” This was a_ parish-like 
building in each municipality to 
which were sent those ill with 
smallpox and other infectious dis- 
eases. 


We use prettier words today. 
We call them isolation wards. 


So, we don’t mind the poised 
needle . . . and the quick plunge 
of it into arm or hip. “Shots” are 
a major factor in the amazing 
health story of America. 


In our time, it appears, polio 
is to be conquered. Dr. Jonas 
Salk, using money supplied by 
the March of Dimes campaigns, 
developed a vaccine which dra- 
matically is successful. The Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile Pa- 
ralysis, through director Basil 
O’Connor, took a calculated risk, 
on the basis of early evidence. He 
licensed selected firms to produce 
large quantities of :the new won- 
der fluid. 


Many men contributed to the 
research. Millions of dollars were 
spent on it. But Salk broke 
through the barrier. Remember 
his name. He took no money. He 
patented nothing. He gave all he 
learned to the world. 


Now comes the oral vaccine, 
developed by Dr. Albert Sabin, 
who stands with Dr. Salk as a 
giant in research. 


March of Dimes 


The March of Dimes must go on 
for many years. There will still 
be cases of polio. Many already 
afflicted must be cared for. Re- 
search must continue. 


Salute, too, “‘our’’ generation. 


In the span of a few years have 
come the sulpha drugs and the 
greatly superior antibiotics, of 
which penicillin is the best known. 
They were in the earth all the 
while. The mind of man had to 
find them. And did. (Man was 
made but a little lower than the 
angels. At times he reveals that.) 


The fight never ends. 


Pasteur developed his vaccine 
for rabies in 1885. Yet, there were 
13 cases of it in 1950. , 


Typhus and Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever, both killers, were 
“‘conquered”’ by vaccines devel- 
oped between 1938-41. Yet, in 1950 
almost 1,500 cases were reported. 

Smallpox vaccines were in pro- 
duction as early as 1809 in New 
England. But, in 1920 there were 
102,000 cases reported in the Unit- 
ed States. That scare caused a 
rush of vaccination. Yet, in 1950 
there were 39 cases. 


Diphtheria antitoxin was devel- 


oped years ago, yet there were 
almost 150,000 cases in 1920 and 
5,796 in 1950. 
There will be more polio. But 
the great victory has been won. 
We can move ahead with deter- 
mination and good will with legit- 
imate drives for care and re- 
search. Cancer is the one big dra- 
matic foe left. Then heart.

MOSCOW — Premier Nikita S. 
Khrushchev declared Wednesday 
that the Soviet Union would start 
nuclear weapons tests “immedi- 
ately” if the West resumed such 
explosions.

The Soviet leader’s militant

Making sure that his shipmates 
uphold the rigid standards of be- 
havior he has set for them is only 
a small part of the political offi- 
cer’s job, however. Much more 
important are the propaganda ac- 
tivities he supervises aboard ship 
while it is tied up in port. 


PROPAGANDIZING 


Since most countries would be 
highly displeased if Russian sail- 
ors carried on open and aggres- 
sive propaganda activities in the 
cities they visit, it is necessary 
for these salt-water commissars to 
perform such functions in the rela- 
tive privacy and immunity of 
their vessels. ‘ 


This Communist propagandizing 
takes several forms. The moment 
Ghanaian customs officers and 
harbor pilots set foot aboard a 
Soviet ship which has arrived in 
Takoradi, they are immediately 
deluged with a variety of pam- 
phlets, books and newspapers— 
all of which extol the virtues of 
Russian “Socialism.” 


The stevedores who then unload 
the ship are subjected to the same 
treatment. In fact, any innocent 
visitor who happens to board a 
Soviet ship in Takoradi will come 
away with an armlioad of such 
“‘literature.”’ 


But the fun has only just begun. 
After the reading matter comes 
the vodka. And the vodka flows 
like a river. One reliable source 
reported that he once sent a ship- 
ping clerk aboard a Russian ves- 
sel to earry out a certain task.' 
The man returned 10 hours later, 
completely. drunk, his pockets 
stuffed with Communist pam- 
phlets, and he had not completed 
his assignment. 


Added to the pamphlets and the 
vodka are the movies shown on 
board. They are free-of-charge 
and open to the public—the more 
the merrier. Many of the films 
are American-made, but the Com- 
munists have altered the dialogue 
to fit their propaganda purposes.

The seriousness of the situation 
was reflected both on the Senate 
floor and in the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, where Treas- 
ury Secretary Douglas Dillon was 
the main witness. 


Dillon called the Berlin prob- 
lem crucial. He said this is be- 
cause “‘there are deep divergen- 
cies of opinion that are difficult 
to reconcile,”” He also declared, 
“If we allow Berlin to fall, will 
there be anyone in the world pre- 
pared to believe anything we 
say.” 


Rep. Robert B. Chiperfield, R- 
Ill., senior Republican on the 
committee, told Dillon he felt the 
United States should concentrate 
on shoring up its defenses. 


“It’s possible we will be in an 
outright war by the end of the 
year with the Soviets over Ber- 
lin,” he said. ““‘We are right up 
against a serious threat of war 
unless we're bluffing.” 


Chiperfield’s comment reflect- 
ed some of the concern felt by the 
administration itself in the face 
of Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev’s unyielding demand that 
West Berlin be turned into a ‘“‘free 
city.” 

Persons familiar with the Vienna 
talks between Khrushchev and 
President Kennedy do not rule out 
the possibility of war over Ber- 


lin unless the Soviet leader 
changes his course. 

For the second day in a row, 
the Berlin crisis dominated Senate 
debate. Sen. John Sherman 
Cooper, R-Ky., proposed that Ken- 
nedy ask a bipartisan panel of ex- 
perts to study the situation and 
“do some solid thinking on a pos- 
sible new approach to the Berlin 
problem.” 

He said his proposed panel 
could include such veterans on the 
German problem as John J. Mc- 
Cloy, now Kennedy's disarma- 


ment expert, Gen. Lucius Clay, 
former high commissioner in Ger- 
many; and former Secretaries of 
State Dean Acheson and Christian 
A. Herter.

Information now assembled on Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s Vienna talks with Khru- 
shchevy makes it completely clear that the 
United States faces a critical showdown 
with communism,

says, “It’s possible we will be in an out- 
right war by the end of the year with the 
Soviets over Berlin.” 


And Khrushchev has again told a 
Kremlin audience Russia will sign a sepa- 
rate peace treaty with East Germany by 
the end of this year. That in itself would 
not commit us to war. 


But President Kennedy has made it 
plain to Khrushchev that, if he signs a 
separate treaty with East Germany, and 
turns over the access routes to that pup- 
pet regime, he had better be sure those 
access routes are kept open. 


If the access routes are blocked, the 
United States is committed—and deter- 
mined—to open them by force. 


Berlin has been the principal flash- 
point of war for the last 15 years.

This Tax Break 


Gov. Ernest Vandiver faces a problem on the 
state level that President Kennedy faced on the 
federal plane. He ought to handle it as the Presi- 


dent did. 


The President, like Vandiver, had a swollen budget in his lap. To 
finance it he needed all the revenue his taxes could bring in—and 
certainly no tax cutbacks. 


But in the midst of his strain for spending money Mr. Kennedy 
decided to give a tax break. He designed it to encourage capital 
investment by industry. He needed the tax money he would lose. 
But he bet on growth to replace it.

He bet that he could give this tax credit for business 
on new plant and equipment, and that this would create the jobs 
and goods to make up for the revenue lost, and more. He had to 
place the bet*on faith; he had no proof it would work. But growth 
is a good horse to bet on. 


Gov. Vandiver now finds Georgia is losing industrial prospects 
because it levies a sales or use tax on the machinery that will 
make goods in new plants. 

None of our seven sister Southern states applies a like tax. They 
offer incentives while Georgia offers a penalty. 

The Constitution business editor, Jim Montgomery, has laid down 
the facts of this matter in a carefully reasoned series of articles, 
concluded today. The conclusion we draw from the facts is simple: 

Gov. Vandiver would be wise to urge the next General Assembly 
to exempt from sales and use tax machinery used directly in manu- 
facturing tangible goods. 

The revenue joss from such a tax break has been estimated at 
between $2 and $3 million annually. But it is time for Georgia to bet 
on growth to make it up, as Kennedy did nationally. 

Since 1954, when the Griffin administration took office, Georgia 
has been slumping badly in the contest for new industry.

Georgia’s tax on production machinery is not levied by Ten- 
nessee, Florida, Alabama, South Carolina, North Carolina, Mississippi 
or Virginia. Those states have been hooking our nibbles. 

There is no need to exempt building materials or non-manufac- 
turing equipment from the tax; Alabama and South Carolina tax 
those items just as Georgia does. But they do not tax new plants’ 
production machinery for making tangible goods, and Georgia also 
should remove this specific levy and come into line. 

If a new newspaper wishes to set up here, for instance, it is 
simply not fair for Georgia to discourage it by taxing its new presses 
with a levy which it could avoid in a neighboring state.

and the idea of total war. And follow up any diplomatic opening, no 


mattef how small. 

Even today, modern military ex- 
perts like B. H. Liddell Hart are 
still quoting the old Chinese max- 
ims and the last one is relevant 
today because the Russians have 
provided the merest possibility of 
the tiniest opening in the current 
McCloy-Zorin disarmament talks 
here in Washington. 

This appeared, or appeared to 
appear, in Khrushchev’s mystify- 
ing clarification of the Soviet po- 
sitions on nuclear testing and dis- 
armament last week. In his fire- 
side chat to the Soviet people, 
the Communist leader made three 
points which at least raise an in- 
teresting question. 

First, he said there could he no 
nuclear test-ban treaty unless the 
Soviet Union had a veto over the 
means of observing and controll- 
ing any such test ban. 

Second, he suggested that the 
test-ban talks be merged with the 
more ambitious disarmament 
talks, tentatively scheduled to be- 
gin at the end of next month. 

Third, he said, “If the Western 
powers agree to universal and 
complete disarmament, the Soviet 
Union is ready to accept any sys- 
tem of control they may conceive. 
I repeat once more: The Soviet 
Union stands for strict and ef- 
fective international control. Our 
proposals envisage strict control 
at each phase of the realization 


of the disarmament agreement.”’ 

Now, there are more loopholes 
in this than in a size 46 turtleneck 
sweater, but at least it provides 
the excuse for one line of ques- 
tioning. 

If Moscow envisages, as Khru- 
shchev says, ‘“‘strict contro! at 
each phase of the realization of 
the disarmament agreement,” 
and second, if Moscow will ac- 
cept “‘any system of control’’ once 
the West agrees to universal and 
complete disarmament, then why 
not make the nuclear test ban 
talks the first of the larger disar- 
mament talks, subject to verifi- 
able non-veto control at each 
phase? 

Probably Khrushchev would not 
accept it. As Sun Tzu once said, 
words, like glasses, obscure 
everything they don’t make clear, 
and Khrushchev’s words are cer- 
tainly not clear, but at least he 
has been ambiguous enough to 
provide McCloy with the question. 

The trouble in the past has 
been that the Russians have al- 
ways been generous with their 
general principles and _ stingy 
when they came down to cases. 
Specifically, when questioned, 
they have usually implied that ac- 
ceptance of their “universal and 
complete disarmament” proposals 
must come first and verifiable in- 
spection later.

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Acid Stomach? Don’t Worry! 


By JOSEPH G./MOLNER, M.D. | 


Dear Dr. .Molner: Please 
write about excess acid, the 
cause and cure.-—B. L. 


In general, I am firmly com 
vinced the best thing people can 
do about “acid” is to forget it 
entirely. Because an acid condi- 
tion, which sounds so simple, isn’t. 


Acid, or acid stomach, or acid 
system, is a notion which got 
started many years ago, before 
we had any real idea of what we 
were talking about. 


Most of us, I dare say, have 
heard these words occasionally 
from the time we were children., 
The ideas we acquire in childhood 
stick, even if they are wrong. 


Let’s take acid stomach. The 
stomach should contain acid di- 
gestive juices. When the juices 
lack sufficient acid, special medi- 
cation is needed. Some people, 
having digestive difficulties, are 
relieved only when they — begin 
taking hydrochloric acid. The 
amounts are tiny and the acid is 
greatly diluted. But the stomach 
needs a trace of it. 


However, the phrase we learned 
in childhood still lingers. We wor- 
ry about acid stomach and are 
fearful lest acid foods may bother 
us—such things as citrus juices, 
tomato juice, rhubarb, etc. 


Actually, the ash of such foods 
(what’s left after the food has 
been digested) is alkaline, not 
acid. 


To take another example, the 
blood of a normal, healthy indi- 
vidual -is alkaline. There is a 
condition known as acidity, but 
actually, except in the rare and 
extreme cases, the blood doesn’t 
really become acid. It is less 
alkaline. And, I might add, it is 
not in such cases going to be cor- 
rected, or even § significantly 
changed, by the foods we eat or 
don’t eat. The trouble lies much 


deeper and treatment becomes 
decidedly technical. P 


To offer just one more instance, 
lack of sufficient acid in. the 
blood, through too much alkali, 
can.and does occur, and this too 
is a conditim that requires treat- 
ment. 


Neither acid nor alkaline is 
automatically right or wrong. It 
depends on which of the bodily 
systems is involved and on the 
degree. 


Fretting about acidity is a 


waste of time, unless you go into 
tae complex chemistry of the 
body. Let your physician do the 
worrying—if, indeed, you have an 
illness severe enough to cause a 
true acid condition of blood or 
other parts af the human system. 


How serious is fibrillation of 
the heart, and can it be cor- 
rected?——-Mrs. A. C. 

It can be serious anc therefore 
should be treated. As always, 
find the cause, then correct it if 
possible, Thyroid disease is one

» Byrd Rips Griffin — 


For Jab at Tourists

ROME—Lt. Gov. Garland Byrd hit into his prospec- 
tive opponent for governor next year, Marvin Griffin, 
before a houseful of sheriffs gathered here Wednesday. 


Byrd attacked Griffin for say- 
ing it is ‘easier to pick a tour- 
ist than a bale of cotton.”’ Griffin 
made the remark to the Georgia 
Municipal Association. 


“If we are going to expand our 
tourist trade, we are going to 
have to get rid of this attitude of 
picking or clipping the tourists. 
. . . If we pick or clip the tourists 
they are going to some other state 
in the future,” Byrd said. 


Griffin will have a chance to 
reply Thursday when he address- 
es the windup luncheon during 
the Georgia Sheriff's Association 
convention now underway here. 


Turning to “freedom rides”— 
which he branded ‘a deliberate 
attempt to increase racial tension 
in the South’—Byrd said US. 
Atty. Gen. Robert Kennedy’s ini- 
tial endorsement of the rides “‘is 
threatening to backfire on him.” 


Noting that Kennedy now says 
he sees no sense in continuing the 
“freedom rides,’ Byrd added: 


“Probably what Mr. Kennedy 
should have .said if he wanted to 
be honest with himself and the 
public is that he sees no way he 
can make further political gain 
from the rides.” 


Byrd said Kennedy apparently 
didn’t realize that “he was play- 
ing into the hands of Negro agi 
tators.”” 


Byrd said Kennedy thought he 
“would make political hay with 
the northern minority groups,” 
but probably is “‘learning a lesson 
in practical politics.” 


“It will do him good,”’ Byrd eon- 
cluded. 


“These agitators are the most 
disappointed people in the world 
when they are unable to stir up 
trouble,” Byrd asserted. 


Two candidates for lieutenant 
| governor, Peter Zack Geer and 
|Sen. Car! Sanders, also got in 


| marks at Geer when 


he chal- 
lenged candidates ‘“‘who advise 
Congress—by way of the stump— 
to run for federal instead of state 
office.”” 


“You have heard flaming ora- 
tion and profound utterances on 
the cold war, the hot war, 
Khrushchev, Congress, federal 
control and the U.S. Supreme 
Court. I am tired and 
weary of seeing and hearing can- 
didates for state and local office 
stump this state on issues that 
haven't one thing to do with the 
office they seek. 


“What we need is teadership 
and positive thinking here at 
home,” Sanders declared. 


Appearing after Sanders, Geer 
replied: ‘““‘Those who don’t want 
to discuss it have the right not to 
do so,’’ but he asserted the state 
is facing outside problems. 


Geer devoted most of his speech 
to advocating ‘the principles of 
states rights, lauding the county 
unit system and attacking Khru- 
shchev, Cuban Premier Fidel Cas- 
tro and other dictators. 


The death of the unit system 
would mean that all state aid 
would be channeled toward help- 
ing population centers obtain in- 
dustry and the rural areas would 
be forgotten, he said.

The U.S. Junior Chamber of Commerce Wednes- 
day repeated its call for Congress to reduce the federal 
income tax as a spur to the current “inadequate” eco- 


nomic growth. 


The Jaycees at their 41st annual 
convention here adopted a resolu- 
tion urging a 1 per cent annual 
reduction of the income tax over 
a five-year period—a similar res- 
olution to one passed at their 
last convention. 


The 10,000 delegates also adop- 
ted resolutions: 


federal aid to edu- 
cation “as it inevitably tends to 
control” the operation of local 
schools. 


Opposing “socialized” medicine 
as it “would be. detrimental to 
the high standards of medical 
care, would discourage our citi- 
zens of today from preparing for 
their old age and, at the same 
time, tend to remove the responsi- 
bility of men and women of 
America from caring for their 
own families.” 


Urging election of the Presi- 
dent of the United States by popu- 
lar vote. 


Calling on U.S. leaders to 
“speak out boldly against Com- 
munist subversion and extreme 
leftist tendencies.” 


The delegates rejected a pro- 
posed bylaw revision which would 
have halved the 287-man national 
board of directors. Proponents 
of the change had argued that 
such a large board was unwieldy. 


The convention of the young 
men from every state in the 
Union then swung into its major 
activity: a four-ring circus to 
nominate candidates for national 
Jayeee offices late Wednesday 
afternoon. 


Whooping, cheering delegates 
surged into the aisles of Munici- 
pal Auditorium to whip up sup- 
port for their candidates, sending 
up a deafening din with voices, 
stamping feet, bands, horns and 
a multitude of other noisemakers. 


The presidential candidates are 
John Holgate of Arizona, Bob 
Conger of Tennessee, Lou Arono- 
witz of New York and Dean Ar- 
buckle of lowa. 


The other candidates feel :Hol- 
gate will go into the election 
Thursday as the man with the 
most delegates in his pocket but 
with an extremely slim lead. Con- 
ger is pressing right behind. 


Most delegates feel the balloting 
will go on for some time. An im- 
portant factor is whether the states 
held by Arbuckle will go in a 
unit to one of the leaders, thus 
setting off a landslide. 


There is some feeling that Con- 
ger has a tough row to hoe—na- 
tional Jaycee elections follow the 
major political parties’ lead and 
seldom choose a Southerner for 
president.

“My downfall ts sweets. 
Can you tell me why I crave 
sweets the minute I try to 
diet? Is it mostly in my 
mind?” 


No, the inordinate craving for 
sweets in the early stages of a 
diet has a definite physical 
basis, Nature makes provisions 
for taking care of the acustomed 
sweets. When sweets are left 
out, the initial craving is caused 
by the fact that nature’s mech- 
anism is still in full force. 
When you stop the stimulus to 
insulin production by not satis- 
fying the appetite for sweets, the 
craving wanes. Try refraining 
from sweets for three weeks. 
You can take the word of suc- 
cesful dieters, sweets lose their 
power over you. 


“Is it natural to gain weight 
during the menopause? I 
have gained almost 20 pounds 
in the past couple of years.” 


It may be natural to gain dur- 
ing this time, but it is not nor- 
mal or necessary. In middle 
age, the gradually slowing down 
human power plant requires less 
fuel to carry on the work of 
the body, a decrease of 5 to 7 
per cent with each decade. Then 
too, in middle age we tend to 
slow down on physical activity. 
Boredom is another factor to be 
reckoned with during this time. 
Boredom is deceptively tiring, 
but more food or even more 
rest is not the remedy. A com- 
mon factor during the meno 
pause is nervous tension . . . 
which leads to incessant nib- 
bling. It would be wise to seek 
medical help. Do not ask the 
doctor for an appetite depres- 
sant, but for help in relieving 
the tension. 


“Can you help me over 
the last hurdle? I have lost 
40 pounds, but am still at 
least 20 pounds above ideal 
weight. For the past several 
weeks I can’t lose a pound 
to save me!” 


Here’s the hitch. It took fuel 
to carry those 40 pounds which 
are now gone ... and your 
calorie needs have lowered with 
your weight. The rate of weight 


loss is determined by your 
calorie deficit . . . that is, the 
difference between your fuel 


needs and your calorie intake. 


As you get nearer normal 
weight, the calorie deficit is 
less and you reduce more slow- 
ly. Exercise to the rescue!

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Tricycle Time 
Is Training Age 
For Adult Satety

Today’s toddler who learns to maneuver her first 
tricycle with care is getting a head start on becom- 
ing a safety-conscious adult driver. 


Ground rules mapped out by 
parents to regulate safe use of 
a youngster’s first wheel toy 
gradually make the transition 
from tricycle to bicycle to au- 
tomobile. 


Bob Conger of Jackson, Tenn., 
vice. president of the U.S. Jun- 
ior Chamber of Commerce, is 
in charge of the organization’s 
community health and safety 
program. The project includes 
special emphasis on bicycle 
safety. In connection with this, 
the Jaycees are conducting a 
national bicycle safety program 
aimed at reducing the annual 
bicycle traffic accident toll. Ex- 
plaining the project in Atlanta, 
where he’s attending the nation- 
al Jaycee convention, Mr. Con- 
ger observed that responsible 
parents begin their children’s 
safety training long before they 
reach the age of bike riders. 


“Safety is an attitude that

“Nearly 450 youths are 
killed and 30,000 are injured an- 
nually in bicycle accidents,” 
Bob reported. 


Father of three youngsters— 
Ginny, 6; Sid, 4, and Susan, 1% 
—Mr. Conger said he is partic- 
ularly concerned because four 
out of five bicycle accidents in- 
volve violations of safe riding 
regulations, or safe riding prac- 
tices by young cyclists. 


“More than one third of the 
bicycle accidents occur when 
youngsters ride into automo- 
biles or other vehicles,’’ he 
said. “This indicates they have 
not been taught the alertness 
and attention to rules of the 
road that are necessary to the 
operator of any vehicle in traf- 
fic.”’ 


The Tennessee visitor ex- 
plained that bicycle riding is a 
youth’s first experience with 
traffic, and proper education in 
the rules of traffic safety pre- 
pare him for his role as a mo- 
torist later. 


BEGIN EARLY 


However, he emphasized that 
good rules should begin before 
a youngster gets his first bi- 
cycle. There are dangers in a 
child operating a tricycle with- 
out first being well versed in 
safety rules. 


‘Riding a tricycle or bike aft- 
er dark is a real hazard, par- 
ticularly during the summer 
months,” Bob said. ‘‘The first 
rule we made when our daugh-

ter, Ginny, got her first tricycle 
was that she is not to ride it 
after dark.”’ 


Pointing out streets and inter- 
sections with a ‘“‘you’re-not-to- 
ride-there’’ rule can eliminate 
possible accidents, Bob says. 


NOTE DANGER 


“Dangers should be pointed 
out and explained to the child,”’ 
he suggested. 


Mr. Conger believes partici- 
pation in such projects as the 
Jaycees’ bicycle rodeos offer ex- 
cellent opportunities for safety 
lessons. The youths have their 
bikes inspected for mechanical 
defects, then ride through a 
test driving course to demon- 
strate their maneuverability 
and knowledge of safety rules. 
Finally, their cycles are marked 
with reflective tape for night- 
time safety. 


“This is ‘most important,” 
Bob declared. ‘““Young people 
often depend too much on mo- 
torists to take steps to avoid 
accidents, particularly after 


dark. If a youth is going to ride 
his bike at night, the cycle 
should be marked with reflec- 
tive tape. In that way, he can 
help motorists see and avoid 
bike riders after dark.” 


He added that the Jaycee bike 
safety program is aimed at 
youths of junior high school age 
primarily. 


SO INVOLVED 

“By the time a youth gets into 
high school,” Bob explained, 
“he is so involved in other in- 
terests and activities, he is hard 
to reach as far as bicycle safe- 
ty is concerned.” 


Mr. Conger, who is a gradu- 
ate of Georgia Tech, observed 
that a major interest of the 
high school boy is automobiles. 


“By then his vehicle safety 
habits have been partially 
formed,” he said. “And if his 
parents began teaching him the 
safety rules when he was learn- 
ing to ride his tricycle, he’s 
likely to be a safe, responsible 
driver.”

Add vinegar, salt and pep- 
per; stir well. Add pimientos, 
stir again, pour whole mixture 
over beans and marinate an 
hour, if possible. Before serving, 
put croutons on top of bean 
mixture and heat through thor- 
oughly. Toss lightly and 
sprinkle with Parmesan cheese. 
6-8 servings. (*Use packaged 
croutons, or make your own by

Boil potatoes and lemon in 
salted water to cover. When 
potatoes are tender, drain and 
peel; discard lemon. Heat 
cream sauce, stir in diced pi- 
mientos and lemon rind; pour 
over hot potatoes. Additional 
seasonings may be added to 
dish if desired. However, coarse 
ground pepper and salt are usu- 
ally enough for the average 
taste as heavier seasonings tend 
to destroy the delicate flavors. 
6-8 servings. (Note: This is al- 
so excellent idea for mashed 
potatoes, especially the pack- 
aged variety. After potatoes are 
boiled, or prepared according 
to package directions, beat in 
as much of the warm cream as 
they will take.

Place cab- 
bage in a large pot and add 
about 3 cups of consomme cr 
broth (1 can consomme plus 1 
can water). Cover tightly. . 
Simmer cabbage about 1i'2 
hours, or until filling is firm. 
To serve, remove string and 
outside leaves. Cut in wedges. 
6-8 servings. Serve with sauce 
made by combining 1 cup liquid 
cabbage was cooked in with 
2-3 tablespoons horseradish, \% 
cup thick sour cream, pepper
